Lower, of Queen’s, shall contrast the French and English 
systems of education, and deal with the problems created 


by their co-existence. 


After these talks, McGill stu- 
deuts will have the opportunity 
of exchanging thelr views and 
personal experiences in the ficid 
of education with the U, of M. 


students. The public will be 
divided into ten commissions to 
discuss topics related to the gen- 
eral theme of education. 


The idea behind this project is 
to bring together students who 
have so far lived with different 
backgrounds and langunges, if 
not in water-tight compartments, 
For one thing, most of the U. of 
M, students are French while at 
McGill they are In the minority. 
Furthermore, these students have 
recelyed a classical type of educa- 
tlon with compulsory courses in 


Greek, Latin, Philosophy (that of 
St. Thomas Acquinas), and His- 


tory while we belleve in special- 
izing in subjects directly after 
High School.

Of NFCUS-IUS Relations 


Hersh Segal was appointed to 
the chairmanship of the Interna- 
tional Activities Councl] at McGill 
by Brlan Goodwin, head of NF- 
CUS, In a meeting here last night 
of the federation, at SCM house. 
The main concern of the com- 
mittee was the relationship bet- 
ween JUS, the communist dominat- 
ed student organization, and 
NICUS, the Canadian group, 


NFCUS had been a member of 
IUS but was forced to pull out 
when it was felt that the Canadian 
federation could no longer toler- 
ate the Communist polictes allow- 
ing no compromise. However, with 
a clear relaxation of this formerly 
Intolerable attitude on the part of 
the members behind the Iron 
Curtain, NFCUS again has shown 
some interest in IUS, realizing full 
well the Importance of discovering 
just what Js taking place on the 
other side of the fence, 

since NFCUS realized this fact, 
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Chuck Taylor was sent as an ob- 
server to the IUS conference in 
Warsaw this year, Taylor reported 
that the communists were willing 
to reconsider the 13 point pro- 
Sram set forth by the Canadians, 

These 13 polnts were the bill of 
rights on how NFCUS was to stand 
In any relationship with any In- 
ternational organization, That is, 
they were not to be coerced or 
misrepresented and would be free 
to express thelr opinions and to 
gather any information they wish- 
ed, 


It was the national stand that 
IUS was to be investigated, This 
means that observers were to be 
Sent to their conferences and to 
report back here at home, If con- 


ditions would be favourable, then 


and only then would negotiations 
commense.

implications. It means simply that all act- proceeds to analyze it. 

‘ tvities of society are totally subject to the 

precepts of one of its components, There 
‘have been several attempts to establish a 
totalitarian regime; before the Reformation 
‘and the Renaissance the Christian Church 
had almost succeeded in making all phases 
‘of human existence conform to the Canon. 
More recently, the government of Soviet 
Russia is trying its very best to subject 
the people it rules to a materialistic inter- 
pretation of life. Also, we could envisage 
a scientific totalitarianism. 

Whatever the forms of totalitarianism 
may be, they all wield a deadly weapon at 
one of our most cherished principles: the 
right.to disagree. For totalitarianism is not 
simply a dictatorship, or a police state — 
these are simply expressions thereof — it 
is a system condemns unorthodoxy, dissent- 
ion and opposition as heresy. 


The main field in which such a system 
tries to strike its roots is Education. If chil- 
dren in schools and young adults at Uni- 
versities are taught that one system is the 
only, absolute, true form of good existence 
then they-will carry the chains of thought- 
-control without pain. 


A totalitarian rule does not spring up 
over night in any society. It works itself 
insidiously into firm footing by neatly trim-

easier for a state to control a society — 
that is, if it can keep the one big monkey 
wrench out of the machinery: curiosity. 
Especially the kind of curiosity upon which 
universities feed for their existence. 

It is with all this in mind that we view 


with alarm certain developments. In Pakis- 


tan, for example, the constitution quite 
frankly proclaims Pakistan as a theocratic 
state where Non-Muslims are banned from 
serving as Chiefs of State, The Law is 
directly subject to the Holy Koran, and 
the educational system is based purely on 
Islamic thought. 

Closer to home are the developments 
taking place across the border, where the 
simple fact of daring to believe in Com- 
munism — or certain aspects of it — at 
any time in life constitutes a social crime. 
Fortunately it has not progressed to the 
stage where a man can be prosecuted for 
believing in the wrong thing, but such a 
state of affairs seems not far off. 

And so, with the university being the 
greatest threat to the monster of total- 
itarianism, there is a tendency to weaken it
